racy ; ſo as our Merchants here proteſt to give over the Trade, and fo ſave yourſelf and 
other grave Patriots the Trouble of condemning their Patent in Parliament; and then, 
that Leak ſtopped, keep Money and Plenty out of your Purſes, 1 and judge 
you our Happineſs, when our Enemies are able to do more for us we are for our- 
ſelves. And further, their Lordſhips, to give us a Proof how much love our Com- 
pany, they daily cauſe their Men of War to take all our Merchant Ships and Goods 
trading into Brabant, or any Part of the Archdutcheſs her Dominions. And according 
to their virtuous Example, unwilling to be behind them, it ſeems, in towards 
us, the Dunkirkers do the like by all our Merchants trading into Holland, or any Part of 
the States Countries; ſo as, God be thanked, we are, mell, ſnatched up on all 
Sides, which being left without Protection will ſettle our Trade, and fave Sir Eduin 
Sandes a great Expence of Houſes, and will help us to pay theſe late granted Sul ſ dies 
and Fiftcenths, and repreſents unto me the Sport of whipping the blind Bear (not tEat of 
Sir Arthur Ingram's, but the other of Pariſh Garden) where they laſh, and that ſoundly 
on all Hands, and yet the Smart-and Blows given the poor Creature as ſhe 
knows not where to take her Revenge.

declared a Diſſolution; but he conceives, it is not in their Power, and that none could 


do it but the Prince himſelf, which he did not underſtand his Highneſs had as yet 
declared. The ſame Language we hear of Spain in anſwer to the King's Declaration 
by Sir Walter Aſhton, viz. that it's true he hath underſtood the King of Great Britain 
by his Ambaſſador minded to diſſolue the Treaty, but he conceives, it could not be 
broken without the Prince, by reaſon of Matters privately paſt and concluded betwixt 
themſelves, and therefore he muſt not conceive the Treaty determined till he had it fig-+* 
nified unto him by the Prince himſelf. Finally, to obſerve the Rules of Art, always 
reſerve ſome pleaſing Thing for the laſt Piece ; the Judges were on Sunday laſt with 
his Majeſty to receive his Direction before going their Circuits; where his Majeſty was 
graciouſly pleaſed to give them a full Charge for the Execution of Laws againſt Recu- 
ſants, as he E in his Speech to us at M biteball he would do, which the French 
Ambaſſador laboured to prevent, but could not.

We have lately, by our Letters of the eleventh of this Inſtant, humbly repreſented to 
the Lords of his Majeſty's moſt honourable Privy, certain Intelli which we re- 
ceived of Attempts intended by the Turks the next Summer, againſt the Weſtern Coaſts 
of Munſter. Since which Diſpatch we have received further Advertiſements which con- 
firm us in a Belief that they do indeed intend ſome Attempt againſt us. And although 
the Place of their Deſcent here is yet uncertain, yet we find Reaſon to conceive that Bal- 
timore (a weak Engliſh Corporation on the Sea-Coaſt in the welt Part of that Province, 
whence the Turks took the. laſt Summer above a hundred Englz/b Inhabitants) is not 
the moſt unlikely Place they may attempt. By thoſe our Letters you will ſoon perceive 
how neceſſary it is to think of timely Prevention in this Particular, which (for the Rea- 
ſons in thoſe our Letters expreſſed) muſt be expected principally from thence, and which, 
we hope, you will provide for; wherein we pray you to conſider (what by our ſaid 
Letters we have humbly l that the Charge of the two Pinnaces, the fifth and 
ninth Whelps, appointed for the Guard of theſe Coaſts, hath been very heavy to the 
Revenues here, in reſpect of the other Burdens ble thereupon; ſo as what other 
greater Shipping may, upon this Occaſion, be fit to be ſent hither, as a further 
Acceſſion of Strength to us, in regard of the Attempts threatned ; we aſſure your Lord- 
ſhip it is neceſſary there be Proviſion made for them in England, for there is no Poſſi- 
bility to charge the Revenues here more than with thoſe two former Pinnaces.

Seal, as upon Changes of Princes are uſual ; but the old Scala ſent ither in the Time 
of his Father's Reign, are ſtill uſed here. Nor have the three Purſuivants attending this 
State had Scarlet Coats with his Majeſty's Arms thereon to- attend, as heretofore was 
uſual, and for the Honour of his Majeſty is neceſſary; your Lordſhip may be therefore 
pleaſed to cauſe that they be provided and brought along with you at your coming. 

There is a Matter of no ſmall Importance to the ſtrengthening and ſecuring of theſe 
Parts of Leinſter, which is, that of the tranſplanted Septs of Leix, who (conſiſting of 
ancient 1r:z/þ Septs, as namely, the Moores, the Kellies, Lalors, Claneboys, Claneme- 
laghlines, Dorans and Dowlings) were in all obſerved much to diſquiet the Peace 
and Settlement in theſe Parts of Leinſter, and ore it was a long Time the earneſt 
Deſire and conſtant Endeavour of this State to find ſome fit Means fo to remove them as 
theſe Evils might be taken away. In the End, in the Time of the Lord Chichefter's Go- 
verment here, it was reſolved that thoſe Septs (having no Eſtates of Freehold nor real 
Subfiſtance there) ſhould be tranſplanted from that County into ſome remote Part; and 
to that End the Signiory of Torbert, beyond the great Mountains of Slewlogher in the 
County of Kerry was granted to Patrick 1 Eſq; deceaſed, with an Abatement of 
his Majeſty's Rent due thereout from fifty five Pounds to three Pounds fifteen Shillings 
a Year; which was done only to the End to remove divers of thoſe Septs thither, to 
whom the ſaid Croſbie (firſt reſerving to himſelf three Quarters for his own Demeſne) 
was to grant Terms of the Reſidue of the ſaid Signiory at reaſonable Rates, that they be- 
ing ſo provided for, might have no Cauſe to return again to thoſe Places whence they were 
tranſplanted, which they were by ſeveral Proclamations and Acts of Council forbidden 
to do upon Pain to be executed by martial Law. That Work was no ſooner done, and 
removed, than this State found very good Effects thereof in the general Quiet render'd 
thereby to all theſe Parts of Leinſter. Some Leaſes were made to them by Mr. Croſbie 
in his Life-Time, and other Leaſes promiſed by him to be made, but were not done 
before his Death. The Leaſes made are now well near run out, ſo as it is abſolutely 
neceſſary that they have new Eſtates made them, left otherwiſe thoſe Diſturbers (bei 
at this preſent many in Number, and of good Strength) take Occaſion thereby to re- 
turn to their former Habitations whence they were tranſplanted, and fo again renew thoſe 
Diſtempers in thoſe Parts, which by their Removal have a long Time diſcontinued.

nE Bearer hereof, Captain Thomas Fames, Commander of his Majeſty's Ship the 
Lion's Whelp, hath earneſtly moved me to certify and inform your Lordſhip of 
ſuch Pirates and Men of War, as have been on this Coaſt this Summer. _ Your Honour 
may therefore pleaſe, that in V bitſun Week laſt here came a ſmall Pink under thirty 
Tons burden, fall of Men, and rid very. near the Shore hard by the Town, a Fiſhing- 
Boat went off with fix Men, thinking there had been Paſſengers that would have landed, 
our Men they preſently murthered before our Faces, (one of them being my Houſhold 
Servant) and turned the Boat looſe into the Sea, which was loſt ; within a few Hours 
ſet fail, and the next Day did pillage one of our ſmall Barks coming from Ireland. 
About the Middle of Pl laſt, there came hither one Captain Gayner, a Londoner, 
with a Ship of an hundred Tons, fourteen Pieces of Ordnance, and fixty Men; he 
had a Hollander his Prize, he deſired to make ſale of her Goods; I required him to 
ſhew me his Commiſſion (which he did) having two, one under the Admiralty of the 
Weſt Country, ſigned and ſealed, largely and fairly written on Parchment, which was 
for the taking of Pirates; and the other a Spaniſh Commiſſion for the taking of Hoi- 
landers, which the Ledger Ambaſſador of Spain in London did approve under his Hand 
and Seal, as thereby appeared: Of which Spaniſh Commiſſion I having no good liking, 
reſolved not to let them make any common Sale of the Goods by way of Trade, but 
CTY all fair Means and Perſuaſions to get them into Harbour, and then meant 
to have ſeized on the Hollands Ship and Goods; but I could not by any Means draw 
them to it, neither get them into any Place under command, and Means I had not any 
to take the Prize from them by Force; whereupon I adviſed with the other Officers of 


the Iſle, what Courſe was to be taken for the Proprietors Goods. At laſt we reſolved to 


get as much of the Goods as we could, and at the loweſt Rate; the which that we 
might the better do, I did forbid the Country to deal with him at all, fo at laſt we 
bought of him certain Deal Boards, empty s, and ſome Salt in Caſk, two Firkins 
of Butter, and one Box of Candles, all which coſt not, firſt Penny, fifty Pounds : For 
theſe Goods I pay my Lord's Money, preſuming that his Lordſhip will not take it ill 
in regard of his Princely Alliance with the Prince of Orange; of this Service I have 
made tender to his Lordſhip, fully perſuading myſelf, that when the Proprietor ſhall 
make Suit unto his Lordſhip, he ſhall receive a moſt noble Anſwer. Thus much, moſt

Salutem in Chriſto, 
My very good Lord, 


1 figs eng > Letter, which I lately received, there is not one 
Word of the Archbiſhop of Dublin's recalling his Excommunication ; fo it may be 
it is well ended; nor is one Word of your wonted Recreation, ſo it may be 
either you are not yet well enough acquainted at Lambeth, or elſe you are afraid that 
ſome ſouer Ghoſt walks there: But to that which you have written, I ſhall give your 
Lordſhip a very clear Anſwer, and as free as I uſed to do. | 

And I wholly agree with you, that the Wars and their Noiſe ſtunned the Church, 
_—— Peace it hath ſcarce thrived any better _—_— the 
War, muſt needs be in Part charged upon the Weakneſs and Negligence o Clergy 
themſelves. But having agreed TA Se Lordſhip thus far, I RN you give me Leave 
to add two other Cauſes, which have nipped the Growth of it almoſt as much as theſe. 
The one is the exceſſive Number of the oppoſite Party, and their Heartineſs to their own 
Side damming up the Ears of the People againſt any other Inſtruction. And the ſecond 
is (which I for my Part do ſomewhat believe) that ſome of the Lord Deputies, which 
have been there in former Times, have not given it that Countenance and Aſſiſtance 
which it extremely needed, and which I hope your Lordſhip will give. But for the 
Recovery of the Weakneſs it is in, I am wholly of your Lordſhip's Belief, that the 
Phyſicians, that muſt cure it, are on this fide the Sea, and further that the Fees allow- 
IR nn Lion to tempt them over. And to force them in 
ſach a Caſe I can never it fit ; for ſuch a Work will never be maſtered by unwil- 
ling Hands. | 

Fe is a very noble Reſolution in your Lordſhip to deſire to be —c 
beſt of your Friends rather than the worſt of thoſe that love you not. I | 
my Lord, very ſeriouſly I have a very good Opinion of all the four Men you name ; 
but not ſo large as your Lordſhip. And for Dr. Bramball, I think, with your Lord- 
ſhip's Direction and Countenance, he will be able to do any Service that can be put 
upon him. And as there is enough to do, ſo I preſume you will ſet him on work. For 
that which you do conceive may be my whenſoever the King ſhall think fit to do 
more than is done, and to make a better t of the Church, I will, God willing, 
be wanting to no Duty that I am able to perform. In the mean Time, fince there is 
ſuch a Neceflity for an Army, as that without it there will be neither Obedience to 
the King, nor Reſpect to the Church, the Biſhops which have oppoſed it, have ſhown a 
marvellous deal of Weakneſs: And I am ſorry that K:lmore is one of them, eſpe- 
cially, conſidering what Favour hath been ſhowed to them, and their Demeſnes, in all 
the Levies that have been for the Army. And certainly the firſt Leiſure I have, I 
will write to the Biſhop of Kilmore about it, and all to that Effect which you deſire. 

I cy 0s your Lordſhip for the incloſed Paper which you ſent me, though 
you might have ſpared the Pains, for I was never jealous that you would do any Thing 
againſt the Good of the Church or ſuch Intentions as I have towards it. For, I am 
moſt confident (and I proteſt my Heart and my Pen go together) that ſince the Re- 
formation there was never any Deputy in that Kingdom intended the Good of the 


Church ſo much, as your Lordſhip doth, And I hope you are as reſolute in your 


Thoughts for me, that, fince I was the firſt Man that humbly beſought his Majeſty 
to ſend ſome of his Chaplains to be Biſhops in that Kingdom, I ſhall not now recede 


from it, unleſs it be at ſome Times, and upon ſome particular Occaſions, when I may 


receive — from your Lordſhip of ſome very able and deſerving Men on 
that Si 

Concerning the Age of ſuch as ſhould be Biſhops in thoſe Parts, I ſee your Lord- 
ſhip and I ſhall not differ much, for I did never intend, may I have free uſe of my 
own Judgment, to ſend you any decrepid Men amongſt you. For, I very well 
know, that in Places where leſs Action is neceſſary than in Ireland, a Man may be 
as well too old as too young for a Biſhoprick. Your Lordſhip would not have any 
there under thirty five, nor above forty five. And truly, my Lord, I am in the middle 
way, and that uſeth to be beſt; for I would have no Man a N r 
forty. And if your Lordſhip underſtood Clergymen as well as I do, I know you 


would 
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would in this be wholly of my Judgment. I never in all my Life knew any more than A.D. 1633. 
one made a Biſhop before Forty, and he proved fo well, that I ſhall never deſire to ſe 


more, nor will, if I can hinder it; but this Way that I have expreſſed, have with you 
upon all Occaſions both for Church and State. And if at any Time I ſend you any 
of my Acquaintance, and break Rule of Age, Life, or Doctrine, lay it upon me home, 

My Lord, when I fay the leſs Aſſiſtance the more Merit, I did not put you off with 
a Complement, for my Anſwer was real. Tis true, able and well-affefted Men are 
brave Aſſociates, and great Services are done at Eaſe by ſuch Inſtruments : But wot you 
what? Where many are imployed at once, and all very able, there uſually proves to be 
in ſome a fietting Canker Worm of Ambition, and that for particular Aims makes ſuch 
a Diviſion, as gives far greater Impediment to the greateſt Affairs than any want of 
Sufficiency can make: And therefore, by your Lordſhip's Leave, the Conceit which you 
expreſs, of all able and all hearty, and all running one Way, and none caring for any 
Ends ſo the King be ſerved, is but a Branch of Plato's Commonwealth, which flouriſhes 
at 3 Day no where but in Uropia, and thither I have no Purpoſe to. ſend your 
Lordſhip. 

For your St. Jobn's Buſineſs, it is yet under Examination at Cambridge by Commiſ- 
ſion, and what will become of it I cannot tell: For my own Part, I have done Mr. 
Oldifworth all Right to his Majeſty; and for Dr. Lane, I never faw him five Times in 
my Life, and to my Remembrance never ſpake to him but once. God ſend the Buſi- 
neſs a good End for the Univerſity and the College fake ; for I heartily wiſh the Pub- 
lick well ; and, to ſpeak clearly, if the one be not ſober enough for the Government, 
I doubt the other may be found too weak ; honeſt and learned is not enough for 
Government. | 

And now, my Lord, I heartily wiſh you and your Lady all mutual Content that may 
be; and I did never doubt that you undertook. that Courſe but upon mature Conſide- 
ration, and you have been p to * to me a very good one, in which God 
bleſs you and your Poſterity, though I did not write any Thing to you as an Examiner. 
For myſelf, I muſt needs confeſs to your Lordſhip my Weakneſs, that having been mar- 
ried to a very troubleſome and unquiet Wife before, I ſhould be fo ill adviſed as now, 
being above Sixty, to go marry another of a more wayward and troubleſome Genera- 
tion.

That my Lord Newburgh ſhould move for the Father's Company for the Lord of 
Falkland's Son, a Boy, I can only ſay thus much, it was, and is at this Inſtant fo ill ordered, 
as in a meaner Man might well have born the turning him out of his Captainſhip. Be- 
ſides, I truſt his Majeſty will be pleaſed to let me exerciſe the Rights of a Deputy and 
his General, ſo as may preſerve me in the Dignity thereof, and uphold ſuch a Depen- 
dency upon me, as may be neceſſary for his Service: For if any of theſe Pretenders 
break in once over my Head to my Prejudice, I muſt look to have no further Eſtima- 
tion here; and then judge with what Honour or Comfort, I can ſerve his Majeſty. 
Therefore I truſt his Majeſty will vouchſafe to preſerve me in the Rights of my Place, 
and in a capable Condition of 1 acceptably and beneficially, which I yow to 
God is more than all other Riches whatſoever.

Other Deputies kept never an Horſe in their 
Stables, put up the King's Pay for their Troop and Company in a Manner clear into 
their Purſes, infinitely to his Majeſty's Diſſervice in the Example: I have threeſcore 
good Horſe in mine, which will ftand me in twelve hundred Pounds a Year, and a 
Guard of fifty Foot waiting on his Majeſty's Deputy every Sunday, ble Men 
and well appointed.

if a Letter takes place againſt my Diſpofition of it, they preſently will draw a Conclu- 
fion, that Means and Friends will bear before them any thing in deſpight of me, and 
then judge you to what a Condition I am reduced: If on the other Side they find his 
Majeſty leavesme to myſelf, they conclude there is no good to be done by Oppoſition, 
and ſo I ſhall be able to bend them to the King's Will in all Things, na; bo. 7 Th 

Kingdom in a far better State than I found it. | 

Do I fay this for my Profit ? His Majeſty knows I am engaged to Mr. Percy, nor is 
it to me one Farthing : Money ſhould not make me write one Word of all this ; but I 
conſider the Affairs of his Majeſty, which, adviſe there as well as you can, ſhall yet much 
depend upon the Credit and Execution of the Deputy; ſo as he cannot be leſſened (as 
in theſe Things he hath been extreamly) but his Majeſty ſhall ſuffer ten Times more an- 
other Way. After one of theſe Snufflcs they look not upon him here but as a Cypher, 
never crave more at his Hands than that he ſhall do them no Hurt, Good they will 
none; ſo as it is my Opinion (if I were to die now I would fay it) that his Ma- 
jeſty cannot do himſelf any greater Diſſervice in any one thing in this Kingdom than 
by ſuffering any at Court to make Suits unto him for Places in the Deputy's Gift. Be- 
ſides thoſe Captains ſent us out of England never care for their General, never obey his 
Orders, or keep their Companies and Reſidence as they ought: The Reaſon is plain, 
their Dependance is elſewhere, and thus they diſorder the whole Army to boot. 1 ould 
therefore betray his Majeſty's, as well as my own Honour, if I made not this under- 
e ſtood

Rood to the King, which by your Lordſhip I beſeech I may do: And then I in- 
tirely ſubmit it — him, with al . 4 1 * 
I am, albeit I may be much richer in my own Contentment, I ſhall not be one Penny 
richer in my Purſe, which Way ſoever the Matter goes. 

| As concerning the Pipe-ſtaves, I found a great Abuſe upon my coming hither by 
colourable Entries for England, and once at Sea tranſporting of them whither they 
liſt, which cauſed me to ſet a Reſtraint upon them altogether. Now is the Primate 
extream earneſt to have Licence for 200000, entring in good Security to deliver them 
at London. My Anſwer is, that if he will give the King twenty Shillings upon every 
thouſand, I will move in his Behalf, and ſee if I can procure him Leave ſo to do; 1 
am perſuaded he will be drawn unto it; I might do this of myſelf, but in regard it 
will be ſomething a general Caſe, I thought good to adviſe it with you on that Side 
firſt: For my own Opinion I hold it beſt, not only in point of Profit for the King, 
but ſafeſt to free us from being abuſed in this kind, to ſuffer none to paſs for England, 
without paying a third Part of that, which they pay that tranſport them to Spain. For 
if the Liberty be left at large for England, they will firſt really land them there, and 
after ſhip them out for Spain, and ſo ſpoil the Market of thoſe, that I truſt will be 
drawn to give three Pounds for every thouſand Staves. 

And now I muſt fetch a Compaſs towards the North of England, and firſt complain 
of the Exchequer Men, who have this long Vacation ſent out Warrants to bind all Re- 
cuſants to their Behaviour, not excepting ſuch as have compounded. Had they 
done ſo, it w have been E well, given Encouragement to thoſe who had 
compounded, and brought in the reſt. Whereas now it hath wrought a quite contrary 
Effect; thus have we hurt where we expected our beſt Support. It may be they will 
plead Ignorance; but that ought not to be allowed them, confidering that the Return 
of the Commiſſioners is upon Record with them, and every Man's Name particularly 
expreſſed that hath compounded : Or, how eaſy had it been for them to have given 
a Direction to the Sheriffs to have forborn to ſerve the Writ upon ſuch as they ſhould 
find had compounded for their Recuſancy ? But the plain Truth is, the Officers find 
that this Courſe as it fills the King's Coffers on the one Side, fo it empties theirs of 
_ thoſe quarterly Exactions they wrung from the Recuſant upon theſe Occaſions ; which 
rather than loſe, they can find in their Hearts to overthrow any Service, be it never ſo 
beneficial to the Crown. Elſe had they never taken this Occaſion inſtantly, upon my 
going forth of the Kingdom of ſending out theſe Warrants, which for any thing I 
ever heard, came heretofore only out of the King's-Bench, and never out of the Ex- 
chequer, till now. My Lord Treaſurer and you have Power over them, and if you 
let them have for nothing the breaking thro' of his Majeſty's Inſtructions, and thus 
diſtracting and diſcountenancing his irs, I know not what to ſay to it. Sure Iam, if 
they were under my Laſh, they ſhould taſte of it. A fair Colour, it may be, ſet 
upon it by Mr. Attorney in their Behalf ſhould not ſerve the Turn: As it is, to recom- 
mend it to your Lordſhips is all I can do, which I do very earneſtly, in regard as I con- 
ceive it very much concerns his Majeſty's Service to be examined, and ſome of theſe Of- 
ficers made Examples. | 

And to help this Matter the better, Juſtice Vernon openly in his Charge at York 
Aﬀſzes delivered, as he ſaid, my Lord Keeper's Directions, and the King's Command 
concerning Recuſants ; that his Majeſty's Pleaſure was, that the Juſtices of the Peace 
| ſhould execute all the Statutes upon them, which was obſerved to be very faintly and 
remiſly performed, and eſpecially that of twelve Pence a Sunday, and preſſed it fo 
far, as to make their former Neglect of Execution, Diſloyalty, if not Perjury. 

It ſeems either did my Lord Keeper very effectually deliver his Majeſty's Pleaſure 
to the Judges before the Circuit, or this Juſtice Vernon very dutifully obſerve it.

Nor was Mr. Juſtice Vernon leſs peremptory with his Majeſty at Durham, for be- 
ing upon the Bench hearing a Ni Prius, there were offered by the one Side certain 
Depoſitions to be read taken before the Preſident and Council; the Judge rejected them:

Beſides the Biſcayner that took the 
two Ships out of the Port of Caric * whoſe Name was Captain Jobn Gayner, 
had Commiſſion both from the King of Spain and the Seignior Reſident, as likewiſe 
Captain Proneville and divers of the reſt and therefore I do ſeriouſly recom- 
mend this to the Wiſdom of the Seignior Reſident, to confider, how inſufferable theſe 
Injuries are, and that if there be not ſome Care and good Means uſed to prevent the 
like for the future, the Event muſt needs fall out to be of very ill and deep Conſe- 
quence. | 
I am very ſorry I cannot ſatisfy him in the Delivery of theſe Men, which are till 
in this Caſtle, which were taken by Captain Plumleigh : the Fault is not mine, having 
written Letters upon Letters, to crave Order from the Commiſſioners of the Admiralty 
of England in that behalf, which 1 daily In the mean Time to accommodate 
them in the beſt manner I can (the Untowardneſs of the Place, wherein they are, 
conſidered) I have cauſed them all to be new ſuited, with Apparel and Linnen, and to 
be otherways treated with all poſſible Care and Civility. 

But I am paſſing weary of Writing upon theſe untoward Subjects, and truſt there 
will be that Care taken hereafter as I ſhall not have ſo many Occaſions of this Nature 
to write about, during my- whole Imployment here. 

I am extream deſirous to hear what becomes of our Buſineſs with Spain, as one wil-

ven my coming to this Government I have been ſo unfortunate by Reaſon of 

Abode in the Country, as not to receive any one Anſwer to all I have writ 
unto you, ſo as I long y to receive the King's Pleaſure in each Particular men- 
tioned in thoſe former Letters, whereunto I crave Leave to refer my ſelf. 

This Caſtle is in very great Decay, I have been inforced to take down one of the 

t Towers, which was ready to fall, and the reſt are ſo craſy, as we are ſtill in fear 
Part of it might drop down upon our Heads, as one Tower did whilſt my Lord Chan- 
cellor was here, and had infallibly killed four or five of his Grand-Children, had it 
fallen either an Hour ſooner or an Hour later; I am therefore inſtantly conſtrained to fall 
to repair, and pull down what would elſe forthwith fall of itſelf, it being of abſolute 
Neceſſity to do ſo; and will withal gain ſome few Rooms more than now there is, 
the Houſe not being of Receipt ſufficient to lodge me and my Company. 

There is not any Stable but a poor mean one, and that made of a decayed Church, 
which is ſuch a Prophanation as I am ſure his Majeſty would not allow of; beſides 
there is a Decree in the Exchequer for reſtoring it to the Pariſh whence it was taken: I 
have therefore got a Piece of Ground whereon to build a new one, the moſt conve- 
nient for the Caſtle in the World : The Foundation is already two Yards high, and 
ſhall be finiſhed by the end of June next, with Granaries and all other Conveniences. 
There will be room for threeſcore Horſes, and ſo many good ones I have in this 
Town already, to fill it and make up ſuch a Troop of Horſe, I dare fay, as Ireland 
hath not been acquainted with; I am the more careful to compleat my own Troop, 
that ſo I may freely call upon other Captains to perform their Duties. And I truſt 
his Majeſty will allow of the Charge, being ſo neceſſary, and for ſo good a Purpoſe. 

Befides, I have bought as much more Ground about the Caſtle as coſts one hundred 
and fifty Pounds, out of which I will provide the Houſe of a Garden, and Out Courts, 
for Fuel and ſuch other Neceſſaries belonging to a Family, whereof I am here _

as I muſt endeavour to do in all the reſt of the Plantations 


now write; and the Woodreek juſt full before the Gallery Windows ; which I take 
not to be ſo courtly, nor to ſuit ſo well with the Dignity of the King's Deputy; and 
thus I truſt to this Habitation eaſeful and p t, as the Place will afford. 
Whereas now, upon my Faith, it is little better than a very Priſon. It may be this 
will be of Expence ; but it is neceſſary, not to be ſpared, and live here. And yet I 
ſhall ſo huſband the Buſineſs, as all ſhall be well and carefully beſtowed, and in Con- 
cluſion, if my Accompt fail me not, prove no very great Matter above the Ordinary. 

I have ſent Sir Robert King for Connaght, Colonel Farrer for Munſter, Captain Blunt 
for Ulſter and Sir Faithful Forteſcue for Leinſter, with preciſe Inſtructions to view all 
the Companies in their Garriſons, and all the King's Stores; and to certify unto me the 
true State of them in every Reſpect, which I know the three laſt will do honeſtly, 
ably and impartially, and the fourth hath as much Cauſe as any of the reſt, being his 
Majeſty's Muſter-maſter and ſworn Officer, 

This I did, that I might give his Majeſty a faithful and exact Knowledge in what 
Condition I received the Army from them, which had the Charge thereof before me. 
And by ſuch Rules and Degrees, as his Wiſdom ſhall approve, proceed to a more than 
ſeaſonable Reformation ; this Army being in much worſe State, I fear, than you con- 
ceive on that Side, Upon their Return 1 ſhall cauſe the Books to be made up, lay 
open the naked Truth of all Things, and deliver my poor Advice, how it may be 
helped for the future. 

I have received a Letter of his — of an ancient Date, touching the regrant- 
ing of the Lands of Sir Archibald Atchyſon in Ulfter, unto him upon a Fine, and 
doubling his Rents to the Crown, which to paſs I find ſufficient Warrant, by general 
Letters of the 30 of his Majeſty's Reign, and Inſtructions thereupon given concerning 
the great Plantation of that Province. And yet I have made Stay both of this Grant, 
and thoſe of like Nature defired by the Earl of Annandale, Sir fohn Hume, and ſome 
others. . 

My Reaſon hath been, that in Truth I conceive, under Pretence of giving forty 
Pounds Fine for every thouſand Acres, and doubling their Rents, the Sollicitors of that 
Buſineſs pretended a mighty Service done to the Crown; whereas in Truth it was 

uite contrary, and his Majeſty extreamly prejudiced, and I am able to make appear 
fo much ; and if the Buſineſs were intire again in my managing, I would make it fix 
Times as beneficial for the Crown, and yet uſe the Planters honourably and well. 
That which made me look into it was, becauſe I underſtood that the Miniſters in that 
Treaty on this Side, had underhand for every forty Pounds Fine to the King, ten 
Pounds to themſelves ; how divided amongſt them I know not, nor am I curious to 
enquire. 

Now giving my ſelf Leiſure to look into it, I find that their Eſtates (being in a man- 
ner all forfeited for want of Performance of Covenants of Plantation, and ſo de- 
volved back) in theſe new Regrants are all remitted, without righting the Crown, 
either in the overmeaſuring of their Proportions, or in the Tenures ; in both which it 
had ſuſtained, in this chietly, as in all other Plantations, ſhameful Injury, by paſſing 
in Truth ten Times the Quantities of Land expreſſed in their Patents, and reſerving 
throughout baſe Tenures in Socage, which being the only two main general Miſchiefs 


. which the Crown ſuffers, under theſe Caſes, thorough the whole Kingdom, not only 


in Profit, but mainly too in Point of State (the reſerving Tenures in Capite, being the 
greateſt Means of drawing the Subjects to depend upon his Majeſty, which as in all 
Kingdoms, ſo in this, is moſt principally to be attended and laboured for) I thought 
good to ſtay, caſt awhile about, and ſearch, if it were poſſible, to play an After- 
game ſo well, as to reduce them in theſe two principal 51, wk to Reaſon and Juſtice 

What Complaint this may blow up I know not, for — ſake, I thought good 
to ſay thus much; howbeit that the Plantations being by you ſtyled, and ſo in Truth, 
one of the chief Cares intruſted with me by his Majeſty, and one of the beſt Sub- 
jects whereby to improve his Majeſty's Revenue, and eſtabliſh the Power of his So- 
vereignty, I muſt rather take my Fortune from Abroad, than be able to accuſe myſelf 
of Negle& of Duty towards him within myſelf.

Victual, take off Commodities three Times one after another in this Manner, 
them to be got as they were, and not to ſtay the Captain when he had him o 
It is a Proceeding of dangerous Conſequence, able to encourage all the pilfering 
to haunt this Coaſt, when they find Means to put off their Prey, as faſt in 
as they take it in another; Beſides this Iſle is the moſt miſchievouſly ſeated for ſuch 
a Purpoſe that can be. Therefore I beſeech your Lordſhips this Captain may be ſent 
for to anſwer his ſaid Miſdemeanors, and ſuch a Puniſhment inflifted upon him, as 
he well deſerves, leſt this Evil gather upon us faſter than at the firſt we are aware 
of. . 

Captain James is come to this Town from the North, and aſſures me on that

I have here incloſed ſent you a Petition of Mr. Porter's, concerning all the Mines 

of this Kingdom not now in Grant to others: This Petition, as you ſee, was by his 
Majeſty referred to me, and now I come to give my humble Opinion thereupon, with all 
due Subjection to his Majeſty's Wiſdom. 
Fir, I conceive that to reſerve but a tenth Part of the Metals to be recovered forth 
of thoſe Mines, is too ſmall a Proportion to be reſerved for the Crown, and am well 
aſſured there are thoſe that will at leaſt be content to give a ſixth Part of the Lead, and 
a tenth Part of the Silver fo 

Secondly, The Privilege to be free from paying all Duties for two of the firſt Years 
is too long, and I hold one Year ſufficient, within which Time, if their Work be intended 
as it ought, the Buſineſs may be brought and ſettled in ſuch Perfection as may at after 
very well bear the anſwering his Majeſty ſuch Proportions of Metal, as by the faid 
Grants ſhall be held fit to be reſerved. 

Thirdly, Places, where the ſeveral Sorts of Metals are to be delivered, may be from 
Time to Time very fittingly appointed in this Kingdom by the ſupream Governor here 
for the Time being, and thence be anſwered into his Majeſty's Exchequers, either 
here or in England, as it ſhall pleaſe his Majeſty to ordain it. 

Laſily, 1 muſt needs fay, I do not like of theſe general Kinds of Grants over almoſt 
a whole Ki » holding it much better and more probable to ſucceed when no Man's 
Induſtry in this kind is locked up, but that it may be ſtill more kindled, when a Profit

humbly adviſe, that all Pretenders in this kind may be confined to ſome ſpecial Places, 
which they have themſelves found already, rather than to exclude all other Men from 
beſtowing themſelves in the Purſuit of a publick Work, by granting beforehand that, 
which neither we nor they know any thing of. 

At my Lord CromwelPs being in this Kingdom I was much preſſed by his Lordſhip 
about the Reverſion of the Marſhal's Place, whereunto my Reply was, the Place was in 
his Majeſty's Gift, and myſelf did not at all meddle in thoſe Caſes ; beſides I con- 
ceived it was againſt the King's Rule to grant any thing in Reverfion.

W * are all in Aſtoniſhment at the Tragedy befall'n at Egra in the Perſon of Val- 

leftein ; few doubt of the Fact, but the Circumſtances differ: I will pick out the 

Probability as near as I can. . a 

It is long that a Difference grew between the Emperor and Valleſtein, __ whom 

Spain, Bavaria, and the Clergy Electors wrought for his Deſtruction ; finding no 
Safety in the Houſe of Auſtria, provided for it in the Army which he commanded ; 


whereof he had _ greateſt Part to follow his Deſigns, he therefore reſolved 
of a Revolt, and to ſei 


of the Kingdom of Bohemia, and as ſome ſay, of the Empe- 


ror's 
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A. D. 1633. ror's Perſon : To which End Franck Albert Duke of Sax-Lawenburg, who it ſeems 
i. — 


had been ſent to him from the Elector of Saxony to negotiate Revolt, was 
intreated to go to Duke Bernard, to perſuade him to march with all Speed to 
Egra, where Walleſtein would attend him to join his Army: The like Meſſage was 
carried to the Elector of Saxony by the Count Kinsky. Hereupon D. Bernard on one 
Side, and Arnheim on the other, marched forwards with their Armies. In the mean 
Time Walleſtein ſecuring the Town of Pilſen, where he places his Treaſure, and his 
Strength, marched with the old choſen Regiments to Egra, upon the Frontier, both 
to be nearer to his Armies he attended, and to be fafer (as he thought) in a Town of 
his Devotion, whoſe Governor was his Creature. Of all this the Emperor who had 
been long in Jealouſy, was well advertiſed, and thereupon gave Commiſſion to Galas 
to ſeize upon his Perſon, and command the Army in his Place ; but he was not ſtrong 
enough to effect his Charge, and Walleftein was by this Time at Egra in the midſt of 
his own Strength; therefore a Warrant was ſent to the Governor of the Town, ſealed 
as they fay under the Emperor's Hand, with great Promiſes to make ſure of his Perſon 
dead or alive; which, they ſay, was thus executed: They ſaw the Regiments were 
quartered about the Town, and divers were within, which made him judge it a hard 
Matter to arreſt his Perſon without reſcuing ; therefore they reſolved to kill him in his 
Chamber at Evening when all the reſt were at Supper ; for his Manner was to retire and 
| ſeldom eat with Company. Hereupon Kinsky, Tirſey, Illo, Newman, Men of Quality 
and Command, and his greateſt Confidents, were invited into the Caſtle by the Governor, 
who when they were in Merriment roſe from the Table, and ſuddenly marched in 
again with a ſet of appointed Soldiers, who fell upon them, and flew them in their 
Places; inſtantly others ran to Valleſtein's Quarters, where was but a ſlender Guard, and 
paſſed thro' into his Chamber, where he was ſlaughtered without any Reſiſtance. 
Thereupon the Gates were ſhut, and the dead Bodies were uſed like Traitors. What 
became after of his Army we have yet no Certainty, ſome ſay, many returned to their 
Obedience, and more perſiſt to revenge their General. The two chief Executioners 
in this bloody Act, are ſaid to be one Butler an Iriſh, and Gordon a Scotch Man, both of 
Command in the Emperor's Service. Here it is much debated, whether the Life or 
Death of Valleſtein had moſt conduced to the common Cauſe ; many think, if he had 
lived, he had revolted the moſt Part of the Army, and been an unreconciled Foe to 
the Houſe of Auſtria, which perhaps might have been true, and nevertheleſs brought 
no Furtherance to the Cauſe. For, he was ſaid to have a ſecret League with France, and 
being a Man of ſuch high Spirit and Ambition, he might have been as ill ſatisfied with 
the Princes of Germany, as he was with the Emperor his Maſter. Almighty God hath 
decided this Argument, whoſe Cauſe hath no need of Traitors. Of this we may be 
aſſured, that theſe Things happen not in the World by Chance, but by the juſt and im- 
ial Hand of him that ſitteth above, and ſeeth the Hearts of Men; in whoſe bleſſed

He 
hearing a Noiſe, went to the Window to look out, in the mean Time Butler comes 
up with a Partizan in his Hand, and runs him into the Body behind ; he turning about, 
he gave him two Wounds more; then dragged him down Stairs in his Blood, put 
him in a Dung-Cart, and carried him to the other dead Bodies; and next Morning 
ſhow'd his Body to the People round about the Town, dragging his Body at a Cart's 
Tail. This ſudden Slaughter bred great Diſtractions in his Army, which were not 
lodged far off, being at the leaſt fixteen thouſand Men. His Liberality and good . Uſage 
of them, though he were an high-minded Man, left a great Impreſſion in them of 
their Affections and Love towards him; which hath made them wander up and down 
like roaring Lions, _— thoſe whom they thought to be Actors or Adviſers to 
this Tragedy. Gallas is ſaid to be ſlain, whom the Emperor had defigned Generaliſ- 
fimo in his Place. Allis in Confuſion there, the Emperor kills every-Day many, who 
were thought to be of this Conſpiracy.

Pounds, they grew to forecaſt that in caſe theſe Subſidies were anſwered by one 
in a Year, whereas now the Contribution was but twenty thouſand, there would be ten 
thouſand above the ordinary and ſo conſequently for fear all Surpluſage ſhould 
be ſweeped hence upon Suits in England, the Coin tranſported to the impoveriſhing 
this Kingdom, that it was neceſſary to FR the Supply ſo even as there might 
not be any to ſpare, which might be by enacting Payments to be but one 
third Part half yearly, whereas in the preſent Draught it is a Moiety half yearly, and 
conſequently a Subſidy within the Year, where the other would be but one in a Year 
and a half, and fo ſpin out half as much Time in the Courſe of thoſe Payments.

F. Ae to what I writ in my laſt of the 3 14 of May, you receive in this 
© A Packet the Juſtification of my Lord Chief Baron, and the reſt of thoſe of this Coun- 
cil intruſted with preparing the Acts and other legal Forms required, as neceſſary Prepa- 
rations to the ſummoning of a Parliament in this Kingdom; wherein they are moſt 
confident, they have not omitted any one material Thing required in this Caſe, nay, 
r that Way adviſed by Mr. Attorney, it would have been under 
favour far more ſubject to Exception, than in this they take of holding themſelves 
ſtrictly to the Precedents of former Times, which warrants what they have adviſed 
and done therein Word for Word. And truly I am of Opinion that in theſe Matters 
of Forms, it is the beſt not to be wiſer than thoſe that went before us, but flare ſuper 
via antiquas: For, better it is to follow the old Track in this Particular, than queſtion 
the validity of all the Statutes enacted fince Poynings Act; for, if this which is done 
in Conformity thereunto be not ſufficient to warrant the Summons of this preſent 
Parliament, then were all thoſe Parliaments upon the ſame Grounds unlawfully aſſem- 
bled, and conſequently all their Acts void, which is a Point far better to ſleep in Peace, 
than unneceſſarily, or farther to be awakened. | 
And whereas in one of Mr. Attorney's Notes an Act is adviſed to be ſent hence,

This Parliament = on very ſucceſsfully, hath already freely without any Condi- 
tion gi fix Subſidies payable in four Years, being (as your Grace knows) more 
than in any of my Diſpa leading in this Parliament, I ever propoſed to be had 
in both Sefſions. So as now I dare ſay to your Grace, if I may be left to my ſelf, 
and that the King and my Lord Treaſurer will hold off their Hands, and not fetch 
the Money hence to ſerve preſent Turns on that Side, I will by the Help of God, ſet 
this Crown out of Debt, and ſettle the conſtant Payment of the Army without any 
further Charge to the Crown of England, which in a Word is as much as to ſay, I 
will pay a 100,000 J. Debt, and ſettle a Revenue of 20000 J. by Year more than now 
his Majeſty hath; and if more I ſhall do, that muſt come in as over Meaſure.

May it pleaſe your Lordſhip, 
nis Letter is only to give your Lordſhip a ſhort Account of our Proceeding in 
1 Parliament, your other Letters I ſhall fully anſwer in my next Diſpatch, which ſhall 
follow within a few Days. The Meeting was, I am perſuaded with the greateſt Civi- 
lity and Splendor Ireland ever ſaw, and I affure your Lordſhip the Aſpect of the Nobi- 
lity, Clergy, and Gentry, far above that which I expeCted, and all this accompanied 
with a ſingular Chearfulneſs towards his Majeſty's Affairs. The Parties are in a man- 
ner equal, ſome few odds on the Proteſtant Party, and one watching the other leſt 
their Fellow ſhou'd rob them, and apply the whole Grace of his Majeſty's Thanks to 
themſelves from the other : An Emulation fo well fomented underhand, that when

dition of Your People, We humbly beſeech your gracious Majeſty as to pardon our 
Defects therein, ſo to give us Leave to take the Boldneſs to advertiſe you, that I, your 


Deputy, by my Letters to the Judges of Afize, in their ſeveral Circuits gave them 
ſpecial Charge to declare to the People in the full Aſſizes, and to direct the Juſtices 
of Peace in their ſeveral Meetings to let them fully know how graciouſly and _ 

tifully 
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[ mos 1 how much the wiſe and dutiful Carriage of the Houſes of Parli 4 
hath wrought upon your _ for their Advantage ; that you are purpoſed, that 
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the Subſidies ſhall be wholly iflued for the future Benefit and Advantage of the King- 
dom, and Eaſe of your People; that for the preſent Contribution of twenty thouſand 
Pounds a Year now ariſing from this Kingdom, this Kingdom having, by the Bleſ- 
ſing of God and your Majeſty's and your Royal Father's happy Government, been 
newly brought into a peaceable Condition, after the Diſtempers and Diſturbances of 
the late Rebellions here, many Mens Eſtates by the Diſquiet of thoſe troubleſome 
Times yet remain unſettled, for whoſe Benefit therefore you have been graciouſly plea- 
ſed to ſend hither a Commiſſion of Grace for Confirmation of deſective Titles, and 
have in that laſt Seſſion of Parliament given your Royal Aſſent to an AR for confirm- 
ing all Eſtates to be paſſed on that Commiſſion ; that as the Subject ſhall gain a perpetual 
Advantage thereby in ſettling their Eſtates, fo they ſhall have this further Benefit added 
unto them, that you are reſolved to apply all the Profits that ſhall be raiſed by that 
Commiſſion towards defraying the publick Charge of the Kingdom for their future 
Eaſe and Advantage; that you intend to moderate all Exceſs in the Fees of you Of- 
ficers and Miniſters of Juſtice, as well in ſpiritual as in temporal Courts, to Intent 
your Subjects may gather the bleſſed Fruits of your Juſtice and Protection with as 
great Expedition and ſmall Expence as may be ; that all the Archbiſhops and Biſhops 
have Direction from me your Deputy, to forbear queſtioning any for clandeſtine Mar- 
riages and Chriſtenings, which was informed to be a great Burthen and Charge unto 
them; that Cattle, Corn, and other Commodities are free to be exported according 
to Your Inſtructions brought over by the Agents in the Year 1628; that your Maje- 
ſty deſiring in all Things to make this an happy and flouriſhing Commonwealth, is gra- 
ciouſly pleaſed, that the Choice of all the Laws of England enacted for above 
one hundred Years now paſt, and not yet in Force in this Kingdom, and which have 
been hitherto much wanting here, and for which the Subjects of England paid three- 
ſcore Subſidies at leaſt, may be now in this Parliament enacted here, for the good Go- 
vernment of this Kingdom and As age and laſtly, that between this and the next Seſ- 
fion of Parliament they ma ink themſelves of what elſe they ſhall conceive may 
tend to their Good and t, and then make known the ſame to me your De- 
puty, who have aſſured them, that I will be ready in all Things they ſhall propound 
to yield them all neceſſary Furtherance, fo far as may ſtand with other Confiderations, 
wherein the Good and Welfare of the Kingdom is imported, being that which your 
Majeſty principally intends. So as we may boldly affirm, that. although ſome Things 
are of abſolute Neceſſity for their own future Good denied them, yet they receive 
Graces and Bounties of very beneficial Value, Eaſe and Comfort in this Aſſurance, 
that they reſt and repoſe in Safety under the Guard of ſo wiſe and mighty a King, and 
ſo indulgent a Father of his People and Dominions. 

Now as in theſe Particulars, wherein the Requeſt of the Petition ſhall be yielded to 
by your Majeſty, we defire to reſerve intirely to yourſelf the Beauty of the Act, and 
the Acknowledgments thereof ; ſo in the other Particulars, wherein there is Reaſon to 
deny them their Requeſts, we your Servants (if it may ſtand with your Princely Plea- 
ſure) will aſſume the ſame to ourſelves (which we have already done in Effect in the 
Preſence of our very good Lord, the Earl of Arundel, Earl Marſhal of England) as 
arifing from our own Advices, wherein as in all other your Services we ur 
with our beſt Endeavours, ſo to order our Counſels, as we may guide aright the 
Affairs of your Majeſty, and govern the Occaſions and Intereſts of your Subjects for 
the Honour of your Majeſty, and the juſt Advantage of your People, |

T* the Anſwer of your Letters, and as briefly as I can; I like your Reſolution well, 
not to mention Things in fieri, but where you would have Advice, of which 
God be thanked you need little, and I am not able to give much. 

I knew how you would find my Lord Primate affected to the Articles of Ireland; 
but I am glad the Trouble that hath been in it will end there without advertiſing of it 
over to us. And whereas you propoſe to have the Articles of England received in ip/if- 
mis verbis, and leave the other as no Way concerned, neither affirmed nor denied, you 
are certainly in the Right, and fo ſays the King (to whom I imparted it) as well as I; 
go, hold cloſe and you will do a great Service in it. 

I am glad Stretch hath refuſed fince the, Biſhop hath the Land. 

Now fie upon it, if the Salmon of that River be bad, yet your Loſs is the leſs ſince 
you have ſo many Trouts that may be tickled into any thing, or any thing out of them, 
And I ſee you owe me much for that Praiſe and Commendations, which works upon 
the dulleſt Capacities. And the more becauſe it works not only on them, but on all 
Parſons and their Children, and them that marry them, eſpecially where Praiſe is Lowder 
than ordinary and hath it entailed. | 

Your Letters you tell me came by ſo ſafe a Hand as frees us both from the Trou- 
ble of Cypher. Be it ſo. And I am always glad in this Kind to have but little Arith- 
metick, yet was your Letter written by ſo ſafe a Hand too? Your own Hand it is not; 
whoſe it is I know not; nor will I caſt any Jealouſy cauſeleſsly on any. But T'll tell 
you a Tale, which I aſſure you comes from very good Hands, and I will for all this 
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ſure Hand tell it you in Arithmetick, and injoin you Silence; the Lord Treaſurer ſays, 


that the Archbiſhop of Canterbury and the Lord Deputy of Ireland are very great, 
and the Lord Deputy poyſons me by Letters, and then the Archbiſhop doth him all 
the ill Offices that may be to the King.

We have likewiſe proceeded to the Taxing of the Nobility, which comes to fix 
thouſand Pounds Sterling ; the Clergy will be I truſt about three thouſand Pounds. So 
as by this Time you ſee, theſe fix Subſidies will be three hundred thouſand Pounds Ster- 
ling good, into his Majeſty's Exchequer, And the Subſidy which was never yet aſcer-
